Claims 1-4,6,8-12, 14and 16-21 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 5,316,108 to Pearson. 

Pearson '108 discloses a mounting bracket assembly for an elevator system guide rail comprising a mount securable within the 
hoistway, a firet and second clips having a selectively adjustable clamp dimension for securing the rail., wherein each clip comprises a 
first segment securable to the rail and a second segment securable to the mount. With regard to other claimed detail limitations, see 
Figure I & 2, and columns 3-4.
